be for cremating’ ohildren who are

I am convineed thet the cause for
the frequent lynching of Negroes |s
due chiefly to our unjust Indusirinl
syslem of the past and present tme
Thes Colored people, as a rule, are
poor, and although no longer chatiel
property, they are nevertheless large
Iy wage-glaves, and as such are look-
ed upon as inferlors who have no
many rights the white people are
bound to respect. Abmbam Lincoln
made it unlawlul for the capitalist to
own the Nogro as he owns his horse
and dog, but the great emsncipator
did not and could not muke the Ne-
#ro nor the white wage slave econom-
leally free.  The Colored man and his
chilldren are stlll poor and ignorant
and continue to suffer from many
wrongs inflicted upon their ancestors.
